Holocaust exhibit opens 
in University Library 


‘The Courage to 
Remember’ opens 
at 3 p.m. today and 
features more than 
200 photographs.

After 20 years of traveling the 
world, “The Courage to Remember” 
Holocaust exhibit has returned to 
California, and will make a special 
debut in the Cal State Long Beach 
University Library today at 3 p.m. 

Funded by the Foundation for 
California, the third floor will have a 
free public display of more than 200 
original photographs from 1933-45. 

The exhibit is. from the Museum 
of Tolerance in Los Angeles, and it 
shows a series of 10 stories that have 
been viewed by more than 20 mil- 
lion people in more than 35 different 
countries. 

There will be speakers from the 
community at the opening, includ- 


ing Long Beach Mayor Bob Foster, 
Simon Wiesenthal Center’s Rabbi 
Adlerstein and Holocaust survivor 
Gerda Seifer. 

The 42 panels were chosen to be in 
the school library rather than at the 
art museum on campus, so that the 
displays were more interactive with 
the public — not just pictures on the 
wall. 

“The message is still very timely, 
hate crimes are still happening to- 
day,” Foundation President Rod Wil- 
son said. 

In addition to the full-color visual 
series of “The Courage to Remem- 
ber” exhibit, three identical. series 
will be traveling the state for the next 
12 months. ; 

The stories told will be focused on 
four major themes: Nazi Germany 
(1933-38), moving toward the “final 
solution” (1939-45), annihilation: in 
Nazi-occupied Europe (1941-45) and 
liberation — building new lives. 

“This exhibit serves as a reminder 
that the power is in all of us to make a 
difference in our community, school 
and city,” Wilson said. 

The exhibit is free of charge and 
will be on display until Oct. 16.

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on Sept. 13 while walking by herself 
shortly after midnight near the in- 
tersection of Clark and Pacific Coast 
Highway, according to an email sent 
to CSULB students on Friday from 
University Police.

Two days later on Sept. 15 at 9:15 
p-m., an 18-year-old woman was the 
victim of an attempted sexual assault 
while inside a women’s restroom stall 
at the Liberal Arts Campus: of Long 
Beach City College, according to an 
LBPD press release. 

The suspect reportedly forced his 
way into the stall and attempted to 
sexually assault the woman before 
fleeing. The woman was treated and 
released from a local hospital for inju- 
ries she sustained during the incident. 

The suspect is described as a 5’9”’ 
black man, between the ages of 18 
and 25, with a thin build. He was 
wearing dark clothing at the time of 
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CSULB woman sexually assaulted 


the attack. Detectives from LBPD are 
releasing a composite sketch of the 
suspect in hopes that someone may 
recognize him. 

~ Anyone who may have information 
regarding one or both attacks is asked 
to visit the Long Beach Police Depart- 
ment website at longbeach.gov/police 
and click on “submit a tip.” 

CSULB University Police also 
recommend that students save the 
University Police phone number, 562- 
985-4101, in their cell phones in case 
of an emergency, 

“If you believe something is suspi- 
cious, do not hesitate to contact Uni- 
versity Police immediately,” Solor- 
zano said.

A misty morning did not hinder a 
supportive turnout at Cal State Long 
Beach, where a remembrance for pris- 
oners of war, those missing in action 
and their families was held as part of 
National Prisoner of War/Missing in 
Action Day on Sept. 16. 

A crowd of about 80 people, includ- 
ing President F. King Alexander and 
the CSULB veterans community, met 
at the south campus quad to commem- 
orate lost soldiers. 

“Last week, our nation reflected on 
the 10th anniversary of the Sept. 11

: saeimbraane and recommitment,” said 


Troy Johnson, president’s adviser on 
U.S. Veterans Affairs, who opened the 
ceremony. 

Johnson also addressed Cpl. Dakota 
L.- Megan, who recently received the 
Congressional Medal of Honor from 
President Barack Obama for sav- 
ing the lives of 36 combatants — 13 
Americans and 23 Afghans. 

The honor is unique because the 
medal is rarely bestowed to a person 
who survived. 

Johnson also addressed soldiers 
still missing in operations since Sept. 
11, 2001. ° 

“Specialist Ahmed al-Taei and Pri- 
vate First Class Bowe R. Bergdahl; 
they may not be well known to the 
public, but, within the brotherhood of 
arms, they will never be forgotten, or 
left behind,” Johnson said. 

CSULB’s color guard Reserve Of- 
ficer Training Corps (ROTC) program 
presented the U.S. and POW/MIA 
flag followed by the national anthem,

Hiring teach- 
ers isn’t a game, and teaching isn’t just any job. Even more, teach- 
ing shouldn’t be viewed as a “job.”

Teachers do not only play an important role in high educa- 
tion, but they also serve as our role models, mentors and advisors in 
our childhood, adolescence, and young adulthood.

When you find ongoing comments on 
RateMyProfessor.com about how this professoresucks because of 
this and that, only to find out later that he has tenure, something is 
off. Sure, RateMyProfessor.com is a website used by students, but 
that has to signify something, right? 

The qualifications to be rewarded tenure need to be changed. We 
as students deserve it. 


Against Muslims and others, discrimination has no place in the US 


We are told at a young age that we live in 
a country comprised of immigrants. Whether 
you're living in diverse Southern California or 
the Midwest, every individual can trace his or her 
heritage back to a different country (with the ex- 
ception-of Native Americans, of course). What’s 
interesting about this is that you would expect our 
country: to be one of the most tolerant and accept- 
ing. of the many different types of people that live 
here — when, in many cases, the polar opposite 
is the case.

Muslim people. There recently was a case where 
two elderly men in Elk Grove, California, a 
suburb of the Sacramento area, were gunned 
down walking in their very own neighborhood. 
The individuals who opened fire at the two men 
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confused them for Arab Muslims. 
A similar situation also occurred in the. San 
Diego area where a Sikh woman was attacked by 


‘a Caucasian male wielding a knife yelling, “This 


is what you get for what you’ve done to us!” Now, 
even if the woman 
happened to be . 
Muslim and not 
Sikh, I fail to see 
the logic in blaming 
one individual for 
the acts of another. Taking that a step further, 
I also fail to see the logic in blaming an entire 
community for the actions of a few — but maybe 
that’s just me. 

It’s incidents like these that provide a stark 
reminder of the racial profiling that many Arabs 
have had to face over the past decade. 
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What has been happening to these Muslims

Youth need jobs too: Obama's jobs bill doesn’t go far enough 


When asked about the American 
Jobs Act, proposed by'Pres. Obama, 
Republican Speaker of the House John 
Boener responded with, “The Ameri- 
can people shouldn’t have to be forced 
to watch some politician they don’t 
want to listen to. Frankly most of them 
would rather watch Football.” 

If members of our own federal gov- 
ernment cannot even take the president’s 
proposal seriously, then what hope is left 
for the rest of the country? It is going to 
be difficult to persuade congress to pass 
this act, since our country has already 
accumulated over $1.2 trillion in debt 
over the past decade. The plan sounds 
good in theory, but just like any other 
economic plan, it is going to cost money 


— money this country does not have. 


Even though there are many aspects 
to the proposed job, one of the main 
featurs of the jobs bill is to aid our 
economy by implementing tax cuts for 
small businesses in order to give them 
more incentive to increase hiring. 

Ideally, many small businesses 
will thrive from this act, but it is the 
large business corporations, who 
have the most money, and “set the pace 
for economic tone in this country,” 
Manpower CEO Jeff Jones said. Big 
businesses need to stop hoarding the 
bulk of this country’s money and start 
investing it into the future economy. 
Until this occurs, it may be a while 
before the unemployment rate signifi-

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cantly decreases. 

Obama also spoke about construc- 
tion projects as well as the repairs 
of 35,000 different public schools in 
order to create more jobs. There seems 
to be a vast amount of upcoming job 
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opportunities if the act is passed, but 
will it change the youth unemployment 
rate? According to a Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, there were 745,000 more job 
seekers between the ages of 16 and 24 
who were unemployed this summer 
from April to July. Compare this num- 


ber to the 571,000 among the same age - 


group last summer. 

Sure, the older generations who are 
unemployed have families they need to . 
support and a mortgage to worry about, 
but at least they were able to get job 
experience when they were our age. If 

our youth misses out on life lessons 
that they would learn at an entry-level 
job they wont have the job experience 
to get a salary-paid real job in the 
future. It is bad enough we are getting a 
decrease in higher education opportu- 
nity, but now we can’t even get a job. 

Despite the increase of employed 
youth of 1.7 percent to 18.6 million 
during the three-month period, the 
youth job market is not growing fast 
enough to keep up with the population 
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growth, according to BLS Economist 
Jim Borbely. Not only are we compet- 
,ing with the younger population, who 
may not have the experience and skills, 
but also the older population, who have 
both experience and skills, along with 
reliability, responsibility and wisdom. 

In July, the youth unemployment rate 
was at 18.1 percent, which is almost 
double the overall. unemployment rate 
of 9.1 percent. Clearly the people who 
need jobs are those who have to pay for 
absurd tuition fees that increase year 
after year and are driving students to 
simply drop out and give up.

‘Drive’ shines, 
blasts back to ’8Os 


The film is violent and has 
a retro vibe.

Girls who hope to see a romantic Ryan Gos- 
ling in Nicolas Winding Refn’s new film, “Drive” 
will be horrified when they watch him brutally 
stomp a man’s head in. Sure, this movie has a 
love story, but it’s a love story that’s dark, painful 
and drenched in blood. 

This film is a throwback to the times when 
action thrillers were more cold and calculating. 
Compared to a film like “Fast 5,” the car chases 
in this movie seem tame. The movie spends a lot 
of time inside the car, focusing on the driver as 
he makes decisions and avoids the police. The 
chase scenes seem realistic and suspenseful be- 
cause they are about evasion and escape, instead 
of blowing stuff up and making a scene. 

The tone of the film is very 1980s, from its 
neon-pink title screen to its synthesizer pop 
soundtrack.

of computer-generated special effects, but makes

There is very little dialogue in the movie. 
Many of the scenes are filled with prolonged si- 
lences in which the faces of the actors say more 
than they could with words. Gosling’s unnamed 


character rarely speaks, and spends most of the | 


movie brooding intensely while chomping on a 
toothpick. His relationship with Irene [Carey 
Mulligan] is not-much more than a friendship, but 
the way they look at each other makes it obvious 
that there’s something more there. 

There isn’t much of a plot to the film. Gos- 
ling finds himself tangled in a botched robbery

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that he never wanted to be part of and spends 
the film trying to get away. It’s a plot that we’ve 
seen many times before, but it is handled in a dif- 
ferent way. 

The other characters in the film are fantastic, 
‘mainly due to the great cast. Bryan Cranston, 
from TV’s “Breaking Bad,” steals every scene 
he’s in as a greasy mechanic that runs the garage 
that Gosling works at. Comedian Albert Brooks 
plays a serious and terrifying gangster. 

In the end, however, the film focuses mainly 
on the driver and the impossible situations that 
he’s found himself in. Gosling manages to be 
both menacing and sympathetic at the same time, 
which is hard to do. He’s a bit of a psychopath, 
but he does it all in the name of love, and the film 
definitely makes viewers understand that. 

For an arthouse film, the violence is shocking 
and intense. Gosling’s signature gold scorpion 
jacket gets sprayed with blood multiple times as 
the movie progresses. Sometimes it comes across 
as a bit over-the-top, but the movie makes it work. 

One of the few issues with the film is the way 
Gosling’s character interacts with Irene. Their 
relationship makes sense“within the context of 
the film, but the dialogue between them comes 
off as awkward because there is so much silence 
after every line. 

In the end, this film manages to be both retro 
and unique, which is refreshing after a summer 
filled with remakes and sequels. The tone and * 
story of the film is very familiar, but the way 
that it is handled is different. It is a movie that is 
punctuated by car chases and brutal violence, but 
it’s the silent scenes in-between that shine.

In the 28th minute, Hubbard struck 
again with a header off of a well-placed 
cross from junior forward Nadia Link. 

The Beach, quickly took full control 
of the game after a goal by forward 
Shawna Gordon in the 50th minute 
gave the “Niners a 3-0 lead. The goal 
moved Gordon into a tie for 10th all- 
time on LBSU charts with 14 career 
scores. She also posted two assists dur- 
ing the game, which tied her for fourth 
all-time in 49er women’s soccer history 
with 18 in her career. 

The hat trick was completed in the 
64th minute when Hubbard scored off 
another header, this time coming froma 
well-placed corner kick from midfield- 
er Kelsey Wilson. It marked Hubbard’s 
first career hat trick and increased her 
season. total to four goals. 

“All of the passes were perfectly 


timed,” Hubbard said. “My teammates 
gave me really good looks and I ran 
with them.” 

Forwards Link and Sierra Mack 
added to the blowout victory with goals 
of their own coming in the 60th minute 
and 7lst minute, respectively. Link’s 
goal was her eighth on the season, mov- 
ing her into a tie for seventh place for 
most career goals (16) in 49er history: 

“We have been playing through a re- 
ally tough schedule,” LBSU head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia said, “but today we 
executed and kept playing well.” 

Senior Kaitlyn Gustaves played all 
90 minutes in between the posts, reg- 
istering one save in her second con- 
secutive shutout. Gustaves lowered her 
goals against average to 0.98 en route to 
her fourth shutout on the year. 

With only one game remaining be- 
fore conference play begins, Long 
Beach will face off against the Univer- 
sity of Nevada-Las Vegas on Friday at 
George Allen Field.
